Voter Approval Necessity on

(Editor's Note: The fol- 
lowing article is the third 
sifcmitted by Harold Wether- 
ell, superintendent of Van 
Buren Public Schools on the 
May 6 Millage Election. In 
this article, Wetherell tells 
of residents' control over 
school taxes, Urges Approv- 
al of mills.) 

Tm sure that no one liked to 
pay taxes and I'm equally sure 
that when we do pay our taxes 
we want to be sure that our 
money Is well spent and that we 
are getting value received for 
our hard earned dollars. 

Of all the taxes we pay there 
Is none which Is closer to us 
and over which we have more 
control than our school taxes. 
When It comes to school taxes 
we have a choice, we can say 
yes or no to increases and this 
is one of the few times now- 
adays where we have any choice 
In the matter. 

However, our school taxes 
are one of the few that stays 
right at home so we can watch 
what Is being done with our 
money. We elect a Board of 
Education and this body be- 
comes the guardian of our funds. 
• * * 

IF WE don’t like the way 
our money Is being spent we 
can tell Board members about 
It or attend a meeting and pre- 
sent our Ideas. This Is one 
of the rare instances In govern- 
ment where our tax dollars e 
raised locally, spent locally and 
controlled locally. 

Our school taxes do not first 
go to a state or national capital 
where part of our money Is 


siphoned off for expenses and 
only a portion returned to us. 
It Is all kept right here at home 
where we can see to It that we 
get a dollar’s worth of service 
for every dollar we pay In taxes. 

Of all the taxes we pay I 
don’t think there Is much argu- 
ment that our school tax Is by 
far our best bargain. It Is

our own children and Is con- 
stantly under our own control. 
Let’s keep It that way. 

If we fall inour responsibility 
to support our own schools In- 
creased support from state 
and federal government will 
eventually be necessary. The 
result will undoubtedly be 
higher state and federal taxes 
with only a fraction being re- 
turned to our district. Control 
of our schools will gradually 
pass Into the hands of central- 
ized government and local con- 
trol of education as we know it 
will be but a memory.

ON MAY 6 we have an op- 
portunity to make a choice. In- 
flation, the wage price spiral 
and the generally rising econ- 
omy have Increased the cost 
of doing business In almost 
every field. Schools are no 
exception, most schools are 
finding that they can no longer 
continue present programs with 
the same amount of money as 
In the past. 

The Board of Education of 
the Van Buren Public Schools 
has spent many long hours with 
admlnlstators and auditors 
studying the problem and have 
come to the Inescapable con- 
clusion that an additional 5-1/2 
mills are necessary If we are 
to continue anything Uke our 
present educational program. 

Without the additional mlllage 
the Board of Education has no 
choice but to bring the budget 
Into balance by Instituting cuts

EQUALIZED AT 846,747,140 

Van Buren’s Valuation Up 
Over $4 Million in 1968 


BELLEVILLE — The 1968 
equalized property valuation of 
Van Buren Township Increased 
$4,714,670, Louis A. Toth, su- 
pervisor, announced. 

In a county-wide report Is- 
sued by the Equalization Com- 
mittee of the Wayne County 
Board of Supervisors last week, 
Van Buren property valuation, 
as state equalized, rose from 
$42,032,470 In 1967 to 
$46,747,140 this year. 

And the factor used by the 
Wayne County Bureau of Taxa- 
tion, based on this reported 
valuation, rose also from 
$1.4279 to $1.5496 per $100 of 
assessed property valuation. 

Under new state laws and 
state taxing methods all prop- 
erty Is now taxed on 50 per cent 
of Its market value. 

The Equalization Commit- 


tee’s report was Issued follow- 
ing the submission by the local 
Board of Review of approved 
township tax rolls. The factor 
used by the Bureau of Taxation 
is used to bring local assess- 
ments up to this 50 per cent 
market value of property being 
taxed. 

Toth and township officials 
have raised objections to this 
method of assessing township 
properties as not being fair 
and Is based only on a sampling 
of property sales. 

The Increase In Van Buren’s 
valuation would bring additional 
tax revenue but the factor to be 
used In computing the tax levy, 
It was reported, will reflect an 
Increase In 1969 tax bills from 
present Indications, Toth said. 

A breakdown of the report 


disclosed that real property 
(land and buildings) was as- 
sessed at $22,687,820 and per- 
sonal property was assessed 
at $7,478,880 by the Van Buren 
Township Board of Review. 

This total assessed valuation 
was equalized to $46,747,140 
by Wayne County Supervisor’s 
Equalization Committee, Toth 
reported. 

The Equalization Committee 
assessed real property at 
$36,064,550, and personal prop- 
erty was assessed at 
$10,682,580 under the 50 per 
cent of Its market value prop- 
erty assessing methods used 
by both the county and state. 

Vacant land was assessed at 
$2,322,120, commercial at 
$1,910,220, Industrial at 
$2,690,760, and residential at 
$15,764,720.

Buren Township was Inevitable, 
that the township was the central 
community in the Detroit to 
Ann Arbor corridor, and that 
It wasn’t a case of whether or 
not the Van Buren- Belleville 
area would be developed, but 
how It would be developed. 

‘•We feel that the highest 
and best use of the Me Mull an 
Point land is luxury apart- 
ments," the spokesman said. 

"The Rogers- Parkins Asso- 
ciates planning firm made It 
clear in their 1964 report that 
multiple dwellings should be 
placed on the McMuilan land 
. , . an expert’s opinion, and the 
township board agreed, but de- 
cided to keep It single- family 
residential until the best and 
most luxurious apartment plan 
was proposed. 

"Mr. Volk’s Lakeland Park 
plan was Just such a luxury 
plan and the township board 
and planning commission 
readily changed the zoning." 
* * ♦ 

THE CIVIC ASSOCIATION 
speakers, in opposition, dwelled 
on philosophical points. For ex- 
ample, they questioned whether 
the Lakeland Park project would 
represent "progress" and 
voiced concern over the Impact 
of the new people on the commu- 
nity. 

Borst criticized statements 
in the Enterprise- Roman that 
people who sold their homes 
after Lakeland Park was built 
would receive higher prices for 
their homes. He said he and his 
neighbors didn’t want to sell 
their homes and didn’t care 
about higher prices. 

He also charged that Volk 
deliberately was delaying the 
Ford Lake apartment project 


in Ypsilantl Township in order 
to speculate on the land. 

Mrs. Mary Love, who lives 
on Merle Court near the pro- 
posed Lakeland Park, ques- 
tioned whether Volk could 
control the number of children 
legally and was concerned about 
the possible traffic problems 
In the Belleville shopping area. 

Another civic association 
speaker, William Jenkins, 
asked who represented the 
people of Van Buren, the Van 
Buren Civic Association or 
Volk, the Van Buren Township 
Board or the local newspaper. 

• A • 

HE ALSO stated that there 
was a long-range trend to in- 
crease taxes for people and that 
with or without the $448,400 In 
tax money from Lakeland Park 
the trend to higher taxes for 
government would continue. 

In rebuttal, Volk and his two 
staff people asked what was 
wrong with receiving a higher 
price for ahome when a resident 
sold it, and stated that Just be- 
cause Borst didn’t want to sell 
his house that others in the 
township might and would bene- 
fit. 

Volk stated that he still re- 
tained a minority Interest In the 
Ford Lake apartment project 
and that in recent months the 
moves he has made have quick- 
ened the time when the entire 
project would start construc- 
tion. 

"It has been through techni- 
cal difficulties only that the 
Ford Lake Project has been held 
up," said Volk. "Land specu- 
lation on my part, as charged 
by Borst, has had nothing to do 
with that. 

"Ttie Belleville Lake proj- 
Ject, though, is one that is very 


dear to my heart, and we would 
start construction soon after 
approval Is given by voters at 
the May 7 election." 

IN RESPONSE to a question 
from the floor, Borst said the 
Van Buren Civic Association 
was not opposed to apartments 
as such, but rather to the pro- 
posed density. 

Volk asserted that the den- 
sity - 13,9 apartments per acre 
- was one of the lowest densities 
for apartment developments in 
the Detroit area. 

Questions were asked and 
answered freely. 

To a question over what would 
happen relative to leasing rules 
if economic conditions wors- 
ened in the future, the Volk 
response cited current rules 
at Somerset Park Apartments 
In Troy, Mich. There the policy 
on accepting school-age chil- 
dren into the 2,400 units Is a 
wide open one. 

Despite this, only 181 Som- 
erset children are now in the 
Troy schools at a total cost to 
the schools of $69,612, This 
amount still leaves $469,768 net 
profit when compared against 
the school taxes paid by the 
development 

THE TROY district has had 
no mi 11 age increase since Oc- 
tober, 1964, although Increases 
have been sought three times 
since that year, the year Som- 
erset was started. 

Volk's point was in efforts 
to gain added mill age have not 
been because ofSomerset Park, 
but rather In spite of its favor- 
able tax effect 

In reply to Mrs, Love’s ques- 
tion about the esthetics, Volk’s 
spokesman said the well- 
designed, heavily landscaped 
garden-style apartments with 


a nine-hole golf course would 
be much more picturesque than 
row- upon -row of single homes. 

"How do you know what type 
of homes would be built on the 
McMuilan property?" she 
asked. "At least with Lakeland 
Park you have some Idea of the 
beauty of the development" 

lb suggestions that the apart- 
ments be located somewhere 
else. Alfred Morton, the real 
estate broker who handled the 
McMuilan- Volk deal, said that 
the McMuilan property had been 
listed for sale for more than 
seven months. 

He said It had been offered 
to many home builders without 
attracting a buyer, and that 
experience has shown him that 
investors Including Industrial 
plants, avoid Van Buren Town- 
ship because of negative influ- 
ences, going Instead to Ypsl- 
lanti Township or elsewhere. 

At the end of the question 
and answer session, Banker- 
Member, Roy G. Ramsey, asked 
whether the Chamber was for 
the project or not,

THE MEETING broke up 


without a decision when Presi- 
dent Emerson said he did not 
feel the meeting represented 
a sufficient number of Chamber 
members. 

Later, he said all members 
would be polled by postcard, 
returnable In time for report- 
ing the results the Wednesday 
before the election on May 7. 

In another development, Volk 
told the Enterprise-Roman that 
he planned to ask for a poll 
of school board members In ad- 
vance of their next meeting 
May 6. 

Endorsements from the school 
board and the Chamber would 
be powerful formal support for 
a “Yes" vote on May 7. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Emerson Introduced T. F. 
Kuckelman, the Chamber’s new 
executive secretary, to the 
Chamber members. Kuckelman 
is well known through the west- 
ern Wayne County area for his 
Chamber of Commerce activ- 
ities. 

Kuckelman pledged to build 
the Chamber Into a strong force 
for the good of all of the commu- 
nity.

The sewer plan Is not good. 
We are told that we must stop 
polluting the river at New Bos- 
ton, but we are, then, told to 
pump the waste water to the 
Flat Rock disposal plant. After 
treatment at Flat Rock, It will 
be discharged to the river at 
that point and IT WILL 
POLLUTE THE RIVER THERE. 

We know It will pollute the 
river there, because the people 
who are putting pressure on 
Huron Township will not allow 
us to build a sewage treatment 
plant at New Boston, because 
the river flows from there to 
Flat Rock and Is used for drlnkr 
lng water. 

But a sewage plant can be 
built that will discharge water 
cleaner than the river water. 
For example, Pennsylvania 
State College has been oper- 
ating an experimental plant for 
the past three years and Is put- 
ting the water back into the 
water mains for reuse. Why 
should we pump waste water to 
a plant where It will not be 
completely treated? One of the 
things we have to do to really 
correct the pollution problem 
is to build better plants than the 
one In Flat Rock.

IN A few years this old treat- 
ment plant will have to be im- 
proved or replaced, and I have 
been Informed that there will 
not be any room at the Flat 
Rock site to add additional 
facilities. There will not be 
space available to add equip- 
ment for more complete treat- 
ment and there will not be space 
to enlarge the plant to handle 
more waste water. 

Huron Township should not 
accept such a short-range plan# 
We should build a complete 
plant now. As for the cost, It 
will be less than the cost of the 
pumps and pipelines to pump 
the waste down to Flat Rock.

THE VOTERS will vote on 
State bonds totaling 335 mil- 
lion dollars.

The state will pay 
one-half of the remainder, leav- 
ing the township to pay only 
one- fourth of the total. This is 
much more help than we will 
have with the present “pump- 
ing to Flat Rock plan." 

There Is considerable risk 
that a sewage plan, that Is under 
construction too soon for the 
new laws, will not receive any 
part of this increased Federal 
and State aid.

A country 
that struggled, yes, but if Washington or Jefferson or even 
Lincoln were here today, they would' know that their struggles 
were not in vain.

If you ever doubt what you're fighting for son. take a 
moment and look back on those men who, each in his own 
time, accepted his challenge for the price of freedom.

LAST YEAR’S TITLE AT STAKE 

AAA Reports on Michigan’s 
1967 Highway Motorists 


If Michigan can cut last year's 
highway death total by five a 
month from April on, this state 
may keep Its 1967 title as 
“Safest of the Big ElghtStates," 
according to Automobile Club of 
Michigan, 

“ Michigan drivers led the na- 
tion In traffic safety during 

1967, but are 44 deaths ahead 
of last year’s first quarter," 
states Auto Club General Man- 
ager Fred Rehm. 

For the first three months of 

1968. 420 persons have died 
In Michigan traffic as compared 
with 376 for the same period 
last year. 

From a record 2,226 deaths 
In 1966, however, Michigan re- 
duced its 1967 traffic fatalities 
to 1,988, a drop of 11 percent. 
(Both figures are taken from a 
nationwide compilation. Mich- 
igan State Police figures, which 
take Into account delayed and 
late - reported deaths, are 
higher.) 

* • e 

REHM ADDED that Michigan 
also reduced traffic injuries by 
3.3 percent in 1967. 

In comparison, the nation as 
a whole remained unchanged-- 
both In JnJurles and deaths, ac- 
cording to a statewide traffic 
study to be released soon by 
Auto Club. In 1967. Michigan 
had 4.7 deaths per 100 million 
miles traveled while the nation 
averaged 5.6. 

The study, called "Portrait 
of a Year,” probes more than 
1,600 Injury accidents which 
happened last summer through- 
out the Lower Peninsula. It 
will be a companion study to 
Auto Club’s 1966 study, titled 
“How To Bring More Back 
Alivet” which covered 20 per- 
cent of the year’s traffic fatal- 
ities. 

The rest of the “Big Eight 
States" were far behind Mich- 
igan’s 1967 highway record. 

Here’s how Michigan stacked 
up In comparison with the seven 
other largest states (In terms 
of auto registration): 

Michigan, down 11 percent; 
Ohio, down three precent; Ill- 
inois, down one percent; Texas, 
down one percent; California, 
down less than one-half a per- 
cent; Indiana, up less than one- 
half a percent; New York, up 
one percent; and Pennsylvania, 
up seven percent. 


IN FACT, Rehm points out, 
Michigan was behind only such 
low- population states as Alaska, 
down 31 percent; South Dakota, 
down 16 percent; Utah, down 16 
percent; and Nevada and Ari- 
zona, both down 14 percent. 

In the cities category, Flint 
and Grand Rapids led the nation 
In traffic fatality percentage re- 
duction for most of 1967, with 
28 and 24 percent reductions, 
respectively, In their category. 

Detroit, with an 18 percent 
reduction, placed 11th among 
788 cities reporting late last 
year. 

However, Rehm said that 
traffic deaths began to climb 
before the end of 1967 and have 
continued climbing since. 

He pointed out that travel was 
up 9.4 percent In January and 

12 percent In February this 
year as compared with 1967. 
Deaths dropped four percent In 
January and Jumped 35 percent 
In February In 1968 as com- 
pared with these months In 
1967. Mileage figures are not 
yet known for March, 1968; 
however, highway deaths are up 

13 percent In Michigan for this 
period as compared with 1967. 

“Other Auto Club studies 
have shown that the primary 
element In whether accidents 
Increase or decrease Is the 
driver," said Rehm, 

"More and more motorists 
are becoming aware that Just 
one mistake can turn even a 
good driver Into a dead one — 
a fact that was brought home

HE SAID that this awareness 
Is the product of many educa- 
tion, research, promotion and 
action programs. He cited 
the new State Police Vehicle 
Check Lane program, the pub- 
licity given traffic safety by 
federal involvement in the field, 
and the “Bring ‘Em Back 
Allvel" program, aided by un- 
precedented cooperation from 


the communications media. 

"The backsliding," Rehm 
said, “apparently Is due to re- 
laxation by drivers once the In- 
itial burst of concern and pub- 
licity passed last summer.” 

Detroit led the state in the 
1967-68 upturn In Injury and 
fatal accidents. The city was 
forced to slow down Its traffic 
enforcement, starting about 
mid-year (due to the July riot 
and a dramatic Jump In street 
crime).

ONE OF the proposed econ- 
omies under consideration Is 
free textbooks. For years the 
school district has furnished 
free textbooks to all children 
in grades Kindergarten through 
eight. Even In high school the 
district has absorbed part of the 
cost of books. 

The new economy and auster- 
ity program would discontinue 
all this and parents would pay 
the full cost of all books. In 
some cases this might be con- 
siderably more than the in- 
crease in tax would have been. 

It Is estimated that on the 
average, textbooks cost about 
$10 per child per year. With 
three children In school the bill 
for books alone could run $30 
per year. If this same family 
had a house with a State Equal- 
ized Valuation of $5,000.00 their 
additional tax at 5-1/2 mills 
would amount to only $27.50. 

Let’s not forget that Industry 
ts paying 60 percent of local 
taxes for every tax dollar, we 
pay $.40 of it and Industry pays

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Problems With House Plants? Answers Listed 


Sickly leaves on foliage plants 
is often due to poor light and 
over-watering. A green thumb 
seems to be one of the best 
ouree. 

Gradual fading of color, 
elongated leaf stems and pro- 
gressively smaller leaves are 
typical when poor light ie the 
problem. Opening the drapes 
and pruning outside shrubbery 
sometimes provides adequate 
light. Awnings, north exposures 
and Inside walls usually Is cer- 
tain disaster. 

When plants can be rotated 
to a bright or sunshine area, 
they generate a surplus of food 
and return to the glossy beauty 
you desire. If rotation is not 
possible and these plants cannot 


be moved to bright locations, 
these plants will gradually de- 
cline. 

see 

DROWNING E another com- 
mon problem. When plants seem 
to stop growing and the lower 
leaves turn yellow, then over- 
watering (drowning) Is probably 
the cause. 

Watertight pots and planters 
can become a pond If you add 
too much water. Just one over- 
watering can kill most of the 
roots. Unless the plant can 
grow new roots, the plant quickly 
declines, (the off-color foliage 
and progressive yellowing). The 
yellowing and leaf drop Is a 
balancing process to adjust for 
root loss. 


An Ideal way to avoid over- 
watering Is to use pots with 
drain holes. Each time you 
water, apply enough to saturate 
the soli. The surplus will ap- 
pear In the pan beneath the pot. 

Instead of watering on a 
schedule use the finger test. 
Feei the top of the soil before 
watering. If you can feel 
moisture, the plant has enough. 
When the top of the soil feels 
dry. add enough water to sat- 
urate the soil and produce a 
surplus In the pan. 

• a * 

WHEN A yellow leafdevelops 
every time a new leaf appears, 
then extra fertiliser Is 
necessary. Florists may fer- 


tilise every month, but they add 
very small amounts. You will 
have a problem deciding how 
much, and how often to add 
fertiliser. The amount to apply 
depends on the slse of the pot, 
sensitivity of plant, and the 
kind of fertiliser you use. Talk 
with your garden store mana- 
ger, florist or follow the sug- 
gestion of a friend who has 
proven success with house 
plants. 

If you do "get carried away" 
with your fertilising, then place 
the plant In the kitchen sink and 
Intentionally over-water. Tbe 
surplus water from the bottom 
of the pot will contain some 
of the fertiliser and help re- 
duce the overload.

UNDER NEW LAW 

Area Postmasters Tell How To 
Curb Pandering Advertising 


BELLEVILLE-- Mall patrons 
offended by pandering adver- 
tisements can now take steps 
to curb such mall, Postmasters 
R. J. O’Neil of Belleville, 
George Austin of Romulus, and 
Harry Shlmtnsky of New Bos- 
ton reported in announcing plans 
Monday for administering a new 
law which gives each family the 
right to decide that an ad is 
"erotically arousing or sex- 
ually provocative.” 

When an advertisement sent 
through the malls Is offensive 
on these grounds, a postal pa- 
tron can now ask the post office 
to direct the mailer to send no 
more mail to him and to re- 
move Immediately the patron’s 
name from all mailing lists he 
owns, controls or rents. 

To assist patrons, the Post 
Office Department has pub- 
lished a brief pamphlet -- How 
You Can Curb Pandering Ad- 
vertisements -- which Is now 
available at the local post of- 
fices. 

A A O 

IN ADDITION to explaining 
how the law works, the pocket- 
size leaflet contains a form 
letter one can use when sending 
his complaint to the post office. 

TTie pamphlet explains that 
when a patron receives an ad- 
vertisement which Is, in his 
opinion, pandering, he must 
send the ad, its envelope and 
the form letter, or one which 
Includes Its language, to his 


post office with the words, 
"Request for prohibitory or- 
der” on the face of the en- 
velope. 

The Postmasters said: "This 
new law should give some pro- 
tection to American families 
offended by advertisements they 
believe to be morally harmful, 
particularly to their children. 

000 

"LAST YEAR the Post Office 
Department received some 
140,000 complaints from those 
offended by pandering adver- 
tisements. While In most cases 
the ads were not legally obscene 
and were therefore mailable, 
they are often offensive and 
are usually not the type of 
material one would want his 
children to read," the Post- 
masters said. 

They added that “because 
the law gives a mall patron 
the sole right to decide what 
Is offensive, and does not deny 
others the right to receive the 
same mall, the Congress felt 
It does not violate Constitu- 
tional guarantees of freedom 
of speech.” 

While the patron’s complaint 
will only be directed to the 
sender, the Postmasters be- 
lieve that one or two complaints 
will provide substantial pro- 
tection because "the great bulk 
of this advertising comes from 
fewer than 20 so-called 'smut 
dealers’ who axe frequently 


swapping mailing ll6ts.”

IF A mailer does not strike 
a complainant’ s name from the 
mailing list, and the patron 
receives a second mailing 30 
days after the firm has re- 
ceived the prohibitory order, 
he may bring the matter to the 
attention of the postmaster Is- 
suing the Initial order by writ- 
ing him and enclosing the sec- 
ond rendering ad with Its en- 
velope. If the mailer still falls 
to respect the order, the Post- 
master General may ask the 
Attorney General to apply for 
a Federal Court order direct- 
ing compliance. Failure to ob- 
serve the order may be punish- 
able by a fine or Imprisonment,

Why is the Board of Education 
asking for millage again this 
year — Didn't we just vote on a 
millage lncreaso last year? 

It is true the Board did have 
a millage election last year; as 
a matter of fact, two. You will 
recall that a request was made 
in April for 13 mills, nine of 
which were mills that expired 
with the 1967 tax collection 
and four new mills. This re- 
quest failed. In June the request 
was reduced to 10 mills. 


Building In Romulus 
Continues Active Pace 


ROMULUS — Building both 
on the residential and commer- 
cial fronts In Romulus Township 
is continuing on an “active 
pace," Joseph B. Gallagher, di- 
rector of the Department of 
Building and Safety Engineering, 
reported. 

During March, the department 
issued 65 building permits call- 
ing for an estimated $1,014,437 
in construction costs. 

Of this total residential build- 
ing amounted to $495,837 and 
commercial building amounted 
to $384,300. Fees collected to- 
taled $2,754. 

Permits for other than build- 
ing during the same month were 
189 with fee payments of $2, 218, 
Gallagher added. 

Among the building permits 
approved with their estimated 
cost Included: Commercial Of- 
fice by Transportation Enter- 


prises on Harrison Road, 
$50,000; Addition to Commer- 
cial Hall by Roman Stanowskl 
at Green Lawn Grove, located 
on the east side of Mlddlebelt 
Road, north of Pennsylvania 
Road, $5,000; Commercial Fac- 
tory and Office by Harvard 
Corporation on Ecorse Road, 
$269,300; Commercial Building 
Addition by Micro Measure- 
ments on Chase Road, $60,000; 
Brick Veneer Offices by Larry 
Nichamln at Smith and Merrl- 
man Roads, $45,000; and Manu- 
facturing Industrial by Indus- 
trial Lease-Back Corporation, 
$75,000. 

Single family homes in Rom- 
ulus Increased by 42 during 
March for a total cost of 
$480,761, Gallagher reported. 

The departments also Issued 
78 electrical permits, 60 heat- 
ing permits and 27 plumbing 
permits in March, he added.

The reduction from 13 to 10 
mills was made because the 
equalized valuation increase in 
the District, not known in April, 
made the anticipated tax collec- 
tion return approximately the 
same. However, budget expendi- 
ture requirements for the 1967- 
68 school year will leave the 
district in a deficit position. 
Anticipated revenues for the 
1968-69 school year, taking into 
account Increased state aid and 
tax returns, will not be suffici- 
ent for the Board to continue 
present operations. 

Is the same problem related 
to the construction and equip- 
ping of buildings? 

No, the construction and 
equipping of buildings Is fi- 
nanced through a building and 
site fund, a separate account 
entirely. None of the money 
realized through the $3,400,000 
Bond Issue approved by the 
voters in October can be used 
for the day to day operation of 
the schools -- salaries, wages, 


utilities, etc. That money can 
only be used for the purpose 
for which it was voted -- the 
construction and equipping of 
buildings, site purchase and de- 
velopment, etc. 

But aren't building costs re- 
lated to operating costs? 

Indirectly, of course, they 
are. Operating costs Increase 
as Increased school member- 
ship requires more teachers 
and student services. We would 
still be faced with the same 
operating revenue problem In 
1968-69 even If new classroom 
construction was not started.

WHAT IS the district tax rate 
and how does it compare with 
others In Wayne County? 

This year the district tax levy 
for all purposes was 26.6 mills. 
Of that toal 22.6 was levied for 
operation and four mills for debt. 
Our operating tax levy Is below 
the average in Wayne County 
(22.6 vs. 23.2 as the county 
average). Our tax levy for debt 


Is also below the county aver- 
age (4.00 vs. 4.50 county av- 
erage). 

How does the Romulus oper- 
ating cost compare with the 
other high school districts in 
Wayne County? 

No figures are available for 
this year. In the 1966-87 school 
year, however, Romulus ranked 
17th among the 35 high school 
districts in Wayne Cbunty In 
total General Fund Expendi- 
tures, which Indicates our ex- 
penditures are average for the 
County. 

What does it cost per pupil to 
operate the Romulus Schools? 

Again, no figures are avail- 
able for this year. However, In 
a report published by the State 
Board of Education regarding 
general fund expenditures for 
the 1966-67 school year, the 
average cost per student in the 
35 high school districts in Wayne 
County was $641.94. The same 
report indicated the Romulus 
cost per student was $616.05. 


WHY DON'T you eliminate 
some of the "frills" in the 
schools Instead of asking for 
more money. 

I don't think w# have any 
"frills." There are differences 
of opinion on this item, however. 
To some, transportation is a 
frill -- "I walked to school, why 
can't the kids today?" Trans- 
portation is a high cost item in 
today's operating budget. In our 
1967-68 budget the amount of 
$220,000 was Included for trans- 
portation, but I'm certain avast 
majority of the school patrons 
would say “Leave that in the 
budget and eliminate something 
else." 

But isn't there some way you 
can economize rather than raise 
taxes? 

There are always areas In 
which certain economies can be 
realized. However, since 86% 
of the operating budget includes 
salaries of all personnel and 
expenditures In the Instructional 
program, major economies 


would of necessity have to be 
made in this area of the budget. 

A review of the audited salary 
and wage expenditures of the 
district indicates that salaries 
and wages Increased from 
$1,510,000 in 1964-65 to 
$2,206,000 in 1966-67. This year 
it Is estimated the sum of 
$2,550,000 will be needed for 
this purpose. 

If economy is to be realized 
here, it means that less per- 
sonnel would be hired to carry 
on a limited program. Some 
economies could be realized 
in the other 14% of the budget, 
however, such fixed charges as 
Insurance and utilities would 
have to be maintained. Purchase 
of a new and replacement equip- 
ment, reduction In teaching sup- 
plies and limited maintenance 
service could be effected.

HOW DOES the Romulus sal- 
ary schedule compare with other 
districts? 

Favorably. In a recent study 


of 1967-68 salaries made by 
the Office of 8chool Services, 
Wayne State University, the sal- 
aries of 114 districts In South- 
eastern Michigan revealed the 
following:

It shouldbe realized, however, 
that these figures are for the 
basic schedule. Differences in 
number of increments and hours 
beyond the basic steps are evi- 
dent, if the schedules are com- 
pared individually. The Impor- 
tant concern Is that although the 
Romulus schedule Is competi- 
tive In today's salary market 
it must remain so, If the dis- 
trict is to retain its present 
staff and attract new teachers 
to the district*

Wayne Will Fight Nankin in Merger

On Tuesday evening, April 9, 1968, the Board 
of Education and Superintendent of the Wayne 
Community School District met with the State 
Board of Education in Lansing. The subject of 
discussion was the proposed bill which would 
made It possible for the State to merge the 
Nankin Mills district with the Wayne and/or 
Livonia district. Also present were members 
from the Nankin Mills Board of Education, 
their superintendent and the Board of Education 
and superintendent from Livonia. 

As spokesman for the Wayne Community 
School District I presented to the State Board 
of Education the complete factual data as it 
would relate to any proposed merger of the 
Wayne Community School District and Nankin 
Mills. Our Board had discussed this matter 
on many occasions and had come to a very 
strong position which was related to the State 
Board of Education and this position is as 
follows: 

The Wayne Community School District Board 
of Education agreed to the idea of a split of 
Nankin Mills south of the parkway about two 
years ago. This seemed feasible but was 


predicated on the idea that the voters of the 
community would get an opportunity to say 
yes or no. The proposal never got on the 
ballot in this form, however, the proposal 
to take all of Nankin Mills into the Wayne 
Community School District was voted on and 
overwhelmingly defeated. The Board feels 
this was democracy in action and considered 
that a closed matter. 

The Board's position is much different in 
regard to a forced annexation by the State 
Reorganization Committee and the State Board 
of Education. Legislation if enacted to make 
it possible for the State Board to act would 
mean that the voters of our community would 
not have anything to say about the proposed 
merger. We took a very strong position with 
the State Board of Education that the Wayne 
Community School District could not afford to 
merge the Nankin Mills School District through 
forced annexation without compensatory monies 
to operate a program similar to ours for the 
Nankin Mills District. We also outlined tothem 
the urgency of the State supplying building 
funds to build needed classrooms. In other 
words, the Wayne presentation was to the 


effect that our Board of Education would fight 
to the last ditch any attempt to give the Wayne 
Community School District the Nankin Mills 
District without additional funds coming from 
the State. We simply take the position that it 
would not be right to drain dollars from a \\ 
already over-extended budget into another dis- 
trict to bring their program up to ours. We 
know the net effect would be to "water down" 
our program and would actually mean a deter- 
ioration of our existing program. 

During the meeting it was pointed out that 
there would be a need for approximately $90.00 
per pupil additional money in order to effect 
a reorganization which would not drain dollars 
from our district. It was also pointed out that 
in case of total annexation we would need a 
total of six and one-quarter million dollars in 
construction funds to meet the needs of the 
Nankin Mills District. The net effect would be 
that we would have to build a third high school 
two years earlier than we normally would have. 

The Wayne Community School District Board 
of Education has effected six mergers in the 
past. Some people question the wisdom of 
these moves however we all know that the 


community would not be what it la today If 
we still had one room schools existing and 
the lack of high school education for students 
In our areas. Areas such as Norris, Cady, 
Walker, Sheldon, Patchen and the Romulus 
annex would have long since been out of the 
education of business Insofar as their ability 
to provide secondary education for their 
students. I think we can all look back and see 
that these mergers added to the well-being 
and growth of the community. No man is an 
island unto himself and any lack of education 
in an area that is separated only by invisible 
lines certainly would have added to a deterior- 
ation of our community. All this is history 
and fortunately we have most of our building 
program behind us at a time when construction 
costs were much more reasonable than they 
are today. 

The immediate problem however boils down 
to a strong feeling by the Wayne Community 
School District Board of Education that it is 
always willing to face up to its responsibilities. 
All the Board of Education asks is that the State 
also face its responsibilities and furnish com- 
pensatory funds from the State to make up for 


any inadequacies in finances which would be 
Incurred due to a forced annexation of the Nankin 
Mills School District. The Livonia Board of 
Education took this position also and the matter 
now rests with the legislature and the State 
Board of Education. This state position of the 
Board will be one which they hope the community 
will rally around and support if and when it 
should become necessary to do so. 

In the meantime the future of the students 
of Nankin Mills is held in the balance. Livonia 
Board of Education has already notified the 
Nankin Mills that it can not accept high school 
students beginning tenth grade after September, 
1968. We know that the State must take action 
but our Board is Insisting that any action taken 
not be at the expense of the students of our 
district and a tax paying citizenry that has 
faced very well the tremendous Impact of 
growth in its schools. 

I might say it is a pleasure to work as the 
executive officer of a Board of Education who 
have so effectively taken a position regarding 
an important matter and made their voices 
heard in the legislative and executive offices 
In Lansing.

M any children steal once 
or twice in the process 
of growing up, but a Uni- 
versity of Michigan psychiatrist 
says repeated stealing means 
something is wrong with the 
emotional atmosphere in the 
family. 

Dr* Marshall Shearer says 
stealing is more common among 
boys than girls. He believes it 
stems from anger and resent- 
ment, or loneliness. 

He said a child may steal “to 
buy friends, to gain symbolic 
gratification (cigarettes or 
whiskey, for example; may 
make him feel big), or to pro- 
duce an emotional response in 
his parents. 

“Often he wants to make them 
feel hurt, because mostof these 
episodes of stealing follow an 
incident in which the child feels 
he has been rejected.” 

* * * 

THE PROBLEM of frequent 
stealing can usually be reme- 
died, said the U-Mpsyc hia tT 1st, 
by changing the ways parents 
express anger and affection, 
and by helping the child shoulder 
the responsibility of his own 
acts. 

In a recent report in the 
magazine Clinical Pediatrics, 
the U-M doctor listed certain 
danger signs in family conduct 
which “give children a subtle 
encouragement to steal." 
Among them: 


• A conspiracy of secrecy In 
which mother and child agree 
not to tell dad. 

• Parental attempts to cover 
up a childish incident of steal- 
ing. 

• Letting the child profit from 
the theft by keeping the stolen 
item. 

• The parents’ refusal to take 
corrective action until the child 
freely admits he stole. 

• Making restitution to the 
victim of the theft without let- 
ting the child know iL It is bet- 
ter to have the child make res- 
titution in person, with the par- 
ent along to give him support, 
the psychiatrist says. 

* * * 

THESE PRACTICES, alone 
or In combination, tend to make 
the child steal again, Dr. Shear- 
er says. 

The parents’ emotional re- 
sponse to the stealing should 
“become one of concern, mild 
surprise, disappointment in the 
child, and willingness to stand 
by the child and help him should- 
er the responsibility for his 
actions,” he recommended. 

“This pattern of appropriate 
response will put an end to the 
child’s need to steal.”

ING SEWERS. THE INSTALLATION OF SANITARY SEWERS 
AND STORM DRAINS, AND THE DISCHARGE OF WATERS 
AND WASTES INTO THE PUBLIC SEWER SYSTEMS: AND 
PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS THEREOF: IN 
THE TOWNSHIP OF ROMULUS, COUNTY OF WAYNE, STATE 
OF MICHIGAN. 


Be It ordained and enacted by the Township Board of the 
Township of Romulus, State of Michigan as follows: 


ARTICLE I 


DEFINITIONS 

Unless the context specifically Indicates otherwise, the 
meaning of terms used in this ordinance shall be as follows: 

Section 1. “ B.O.D.” (denoting Biochemical Oxygen Demand) 
shall mean the quantity of oxygen utilized In the biochemical 
oxidation of organic matter under standard laboratory pro- 
cedure In 5 days at 20°C, expressed In milligrams per liter. 

Section 2. “Building Drain” shall mean that partof the lowest 
horizontal piping of a drainage system from the vertical riser 
most distant from the building sewer to a point 5 feet from the 
outside wall of the building, which part receives the dis- 
charge from soil, waste, and other drainage pipes inside the 
walls of the building and conveys It to the building sewer. 

Section 3. “Building Sewer” or “House Lead” shall mean 
that part of a drainage system extending from the building drain 
to the public sewer or other place of disposal. 


(3) Except as hereinafter provided, it shall be un- 
lawful to construct or maintain any privy, privy 
vault, septic tank, cesspool or other facility In- 
tended or used for the disposal of sewage. 

(4) The owners of all houses or other buildings 
used for human occupancy, employment, recreation 
or other purpose situated within the Township and 
abutting on any street, alley or right-of-way in 
which there is now located or shall In the future be 
located a public sanitary or combined sewer of the 
Township, is hereby required at his expense to In- 
stall toilet facilities therein, In conformity with 
law, and to connect such facilities directly with 
the proper Public Sewer in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. Said connection shall be 
made within one (1) year after the date of official 
notification that the sewer is available or in the 
case of a public health hazard within ninety (90) 
days after the date of official notice to do so, 
provided that said Public Sewer is within one 
hundred (100) feet of the property line. 

Section 2. Private Sewage Disposal. 

(1) Where a public sanitary sewer Is not avail- 
able under the provisions of ARTICLE n, Sec. 1, 
Par. (4), the Building Sewer shall be connected to 
a private sewage disposal system complying with 
the requirements of the Wayne County Department 
of Health and any requirements which the Town- 
ship may by ordinance or resolution deem necessary 
to protect the public health. Temporary use of 
privies or privy vaults meeting the requirements 
of the Wayne County Department of Health may be 
allowed on construction projects with the approval 
of the Township. 


Section 4. “Combined Sewer” shall mean a sewer receiving 
both storm water and sewage. 

Section 5. “Garbage” shall mean solid wastes from the domes- 
tic and commercial preparation, cooking, and dispensing of 
food, and the handling, storage, and sale of produce. 

Section 6. “Industrial Wastes” shall mean the liquid or col- 
loidal wastes other than sanitary sewage from industrial, 
commercial or manufacturing processes. 

Section 7. “Manager” shall mean the Manager of The Town- 
ship Sewer Department or his authorized deputy, agent or 
representative. 

Section 8. “Natural Outlet” shall mean any outlet Into a water 
course, pond, ditch, lake or other body of surface or ground 
water. 

Section 9. “Person” shall mean any Individual, firm, company, 
partnership, association, society, corporation, or group. 

Section 10. “PH” shall mean the logarithm of the reciprocal 
of the weight of hydrogenlons expressed In grams per liter 
of solution. 

Section 11. “Properly Shredded Garbage” shall mean wastes 
from the preparation, cooking, and dispensing of food that have 
been shredded to such a degree that all particles will be car- 
ried freely under the flow conditions normally prevailing In 
public sewers, and having no particle greater than 1/2 inch 
in any dimension. 

Section 12. “Public Sewer” shall mean a sewer which is 
controlled by public authority. 

Section 13. “Sanitary Sewer” shall mean a sewer which car- 
ries sewage and to which storm waters are not Intentionally 
admitted. 

Section 14. “Sewage” shall mean a combination of the water- 
carried wastes from residences, business buildings, Institu- 
tions, and Industrial establishments, together with such ground, 
surface and storm waters as may have been combined therewith. 

Section 15. “Sewage Treatment Plant” shall mean any arrange- 
ment of devices and structures used for treating sewage. 

Section 16. “Sewage Works” or “Sewer System” shall mean 
all facilities controlled by public authority for collecting, 
pumping, treating, and disposing of sewage or storm water. 

Section 17. “Sewer” shall mean a pipe or conduit for carrying 
sewage or storm water. 

Section 18. “Shall” Is mandatory; “May” is permissive. 

Section 19. “Slug” shall mean any discharge of water, sewage, 
or industrial waste which, In concentration of any given com- 
ponent or In quantity of flow, exceeds for any period of duration 
longer than fifteen (15) minutes more than five (5) times the 
average twenty- four (24) hour concentration or flow during 
normal operation. 

Section 20. “Storm Drain or Storm Sewer” shall mean any 
drain or sewer, either natural or artlflcal, which is intended 
expressly for the conveyance of storm water and uncontaminated 
Industrial wastes. 

Section 21. “Storm Water” shall mean that part of the rain- 
fall which reaches the sewers as run-off from natural land 
surfaces, building roofs, pavements or as ground water in- 
filtration. 

Section 22. “Suspended Solids” shall mean solids that either 
float on the surface of, or are In suspension In water, sewage, 
or other liquids, and which are removable by laboratory filter- 
ing. 

section 23. “Township” shall mean the Township of Romulus, 
Wayne County, Michigan. 

Section 24. “Township Board” shall mean the Township Board 
of the Township of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan. 

Section 25. “Township Sewer Commission” shall mean the duly 
Constituted Sewer Commission for the Township of Romulus 
as provided for by Township ordinance. 

Section 26, “Uncontaminated Industrial Wastes” shall mean 
water which has not come into contact with any substance 
used In or Incidental to industrial processing operations, e.g., 
unpolluted cooling water. 

Section 27. “User*' shall mean the owner, occupant, or pro- 
prietor of any premises connected with and using any of the 
facilities of the Sewer System for the collection and disposal 
of sewage or other wastes. 

Section 28. “Watercourse' 1 shall mean a channel through 
which water or other fluids flow either continuously or Inter- 
mittently, 

ARTICLE D 


(2) The owner shall operate and maintain the pri- 
vate sewage disposal facilities in a sanitary manner 
at all times, at no expense to the Township. 

(3) At such time as a Public Sewer becomes avail- 
able to a property served by a private sewage 
disposal system, as provided In ARTIC LED, Sec. 2, 
Par. (1), a direct connection shall be made to the 
Public Sewer In compliance with this ordinance 
and any septic tanks, cesspools and similar private 
sewage disposal facilities shall be cleaned of 
sludge and filled with clean bank-run gravel or 
other suitable material. Said connection to be 
made within the time provided In Article n,Sec, l, 
Par. (4). 

(4) No statement contained In this section shall be 
construed to conflict with any more stringent re- 
quirements that may now or hereafter be Imposed 
by the Wayne County Department of Health. 

Section 3. Allowable use of the Public Sewers, 

(1) No person shall Intentionally discharge or cause 
to be discharged any storm water, surface water, 
ground water, roof runoff, subsurface drainage, or 
uncontaminated industrial waste to any sanitary 
sewer, excepting only a normal amount of ground 
water leakage into footing drains occurring after 
the backfill of the footing drain and sanitary 
sewer system. In the event that the Township 
determines that an excessive amount of ground 
water leakage is entering a footing drain, the 
Manager shall forthwith notify the user of the 
property of such determination, and the user shall 
forthwith abate such excessive leakage In a manner 
approved by the Township. In no case shall excava- 
tion for footings or basements be drained Into a 
sanitary sewer system. The house lead and building 
drain, Immediately upon being placed, shall be 
tightly capped and thoroughly leaded, and all Inter- 
ior stacks and openings shall remain In this condi- 
tion until the basement floor and basement walls 
have been laid to grade and exterior footing ex- 
cavations backfilled to grade. It is anticipated that 
this requirement will necessitate the use of a tem- 
porary sump from which ground water will be 
pumped to proper disposal, it Is the Intent of this 
requirement that no sand, clay, or foreign matter 
incidental to building operations will at any time 
be permitted to reach the Township sanitary sewer 
system or the connections thereto. 

(2) Storm water and all other unpolluted drainage 
shall be discharged upon approval of the Township, 
County Drain Commissioner and other lawful au- 
thorities to such sewers as are specifically desig- 
nated as storm sewers, or to a natural outlet. 
Uncontaminated Industrial Waste may be dis- 
charged, upon approval of the Township, County 
Drain Commissioner and Michigan Water Re- 
sources Commission and other lawful authorities 
to a storm sewer or natural outlet. , 

(3) No person shall knowingly discharge or cause 
to be discharged any of the following described 
waters or wastes to any public sewers: 

(a) Any gasoline, benzene, naphtha, fuel oil, 
or other flammable or explosive liquid, 
solid or gas. 

(b) Any waters or wastes containing toxic or 
poisonous solids, liquids, or gases In suf- 
ficient quantity (either singly or by rea- 
sonably anticipated Interaction with other 
wastes) to Injure or Interfere with any 
sewage treatment process, constitute a 
hazard to humans or animals, create a 
public nuisance, or create a hazard In the 
receiving waters of the sewage treatment 
plan* (including but not limited to cyanides 
In excess of 2 mg/1 as CN In the wastes 
as discharged to the public sewer.) 

(c) Any waters or wastes having a PH lower 
than (5.5), or having any other corrosive 
property capable of causing damage to 
structures and equipment, or creating a 
hazardous condition for personnel of the 
sewage works. 

(d) Solid or viscous substances such as, but 
not limited to, ashes, cinders, sand, mud, 
straw, shavings, metal, glass, rags, fea- 
thers, tar, plastics, wood, unground gar- 
bage, whole blood, paunch manure, hair, 
and fleshllngs, entrails and paper dishes, 
cups, milk containers, etc., either whole or 
ground by garbage grinders, In such quan- 
tities or of such size as to be capable of 
causing obstruction to the flow in sewers, 
or other Interference with the proper 
operation of the sewer works. 


SEWER USE REGULATIONS 

Section 1, Required use of Public Sewers. 

(1) It shall be unlawful for any person to place, 
deposit, or permit to be deposited In an unsanitary 
manner upon public or private property within the 
Township or in any area under the Jurisdiction of 
the Township, except In the pursuit of a normally 
accepted farming or gardening practice, any human 
or animal excrement, garbage or other objection- 
able waste. 

(2) It shall be unlawful to discharge Into any natural 
outlet within the Township, or in any area under 
the Jurisdiction of the Township, any sewage, In- 
dustrial wastes, or other polluted waters, except 
where suitable treatment has been provided In 
accordance with this ordinance. 


(4) No person shall knowingly discharge or cause 
to be discharged the following described sub- 
stances, materials, waters, or wastes Into any 
Public Sewers unless It Is determined by the 
Township, that such wastes cannot harm the 
sewers, sewage treatment process or equipment, 
have an adverse effect on the receiving stream, 
or otherwise endanger life, limb, public property 
or constitute a nuisance. 

(a) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature 
upon discharge higher than 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit (65 degrees Centigrade). 

(b) Any water or waste containing fats, wax, 
grease, or oils, whether emulsified or not, 
In excess of 100mg/l; or containing sub- 
stances which solidify or become viscous 
at temperatures between 32 degrees 


Fahrenheit and 150 degrees Fahrenheit. 


ARTICLE ID 


(c) Any garbage that has not been properly 
shredded. The Installation and operation of 
any garbage shredder equipped with a motor 
of 3/4 horsepower or greater shall be sub- 
ject to the review and approval of the 
Township. 

(d) Any waters or wastes containing acid Iron 
pickling wastes or concentrated plating 
solutions whether neutralized or not. 

(e) Any waters or wastes containing Iron, 
chromium, copper, zinc, and similar ob- 
jectionable or toxic substances: or wastes 
exerting excessive chlorine requirement, 
to such degree that any such material 
received In the composite sewage at the 
sewage treatment works exceeds the limits 
established by the Township or County 
Board of Public Works. 

(0 Any waters or wastes, containing phenols 
or other taste or odor producing sub- 
stances In such concentrations exceeding 
limits which may be established by the 
Township or County Board of Public Works 
as necessary, after treatment of the com- 
posite sewage, to meet the requirements 
of the State, Federal or other public 
agencies having Jurisdiction of such dis- 
charge to the receiving waters. 

(g) Any radioactive wastes or Isotopes of such 
haJLf-ilfe or concentration as may exceed 
limits established by the Township or 
County Board of Public Works In com- 
pliance with applicable State or Federal 
regulations. 

00 Any wastes or waters having a PH in 
excess of 9.5. 

(I) Materials which exert or cause: 

(1) Unusual concentrations of Inert sus- 
pended solids (such as but not limited 
to Fuller’s earth, time slurries, and lime 
residues) or of dissolved solids (such 
as but not limited to sodium chloride 
and sodium sulfate.) 

(2) Excessive discoloration (such as but 
not limited to dye wastes and vegetable 
tanning solutions.) 

(3) Unusual B.O.D. chemical oxygen de- 
mand or chlorine requirements In such 
quantities as to constitute a significant 
load on the sewage treatment works. 

(4) Unusual volume of flow or concentra- 
tion of wastes constituting Slugs. 

(J) Waters or wastes containing substances 
which are not amenable to treatment or 
reduction by the sewage treatment only 
to 6uch degree that the sewage treatment 
plant effluent cannot meet the require- 
ments of other agencies having Jurisdic- 
tion over discharge to the receiving waters. 

(5) If any waters or wastes are discharged, or are 
proposed to be discharged to the public sewers, 
which contain the substances or possess the char- 
acteristics enumerated In Par. 4 of this section, 
and which In the Judgment of the Township may 
have- a deleterious effect upon the sewage works, 
processes, equipment, or receiving waters, or which 
otherwise create a hazard to life or constitute 
a public nuisance, the Township may: 

(a) Reject the wastes. 

(b) Require pre-treatment to an acceptable 
condition for discharge to the public sewers. 

(c) Require control over the quantities and 
rates of discharge. 

(d) Require payment to cover the added cost 
of handling and treating the wastes not 
covered by existing taxes and charges. 

If the Township permits the pre-treatment or 
equalization of waste flows, the design and Installa- 
tion of the plants and equipment shall be subject 
to the review and approval of the Township. 

(6) Grease, oil and sand Interceptors shall be pro- 
vided when it is determined by the Township that 
they are necessary for the proper handling of 
liquid wastes containing grease In excessive 
amounts, or any flammable wastes, sand and other 
harmful Ingredients; except that such Interceptors 
shall not be required for private living quarters 
or dwelling units. All interceptors shall be of a 
type and capacity approved by the Township, 
and shall be so located as to be readily and easily 
accessible for cleaning and inspection. Grease 
and oil interceptors shall be constructed of Imper- 
vious materials capable of withstanding abrupt and 
extreme changes In temperature. They shall be of 
substantial construction, watertight and equipped 
with easily removable covers which, when bolted 
in place, shall be gastlght and watertight. Where 
installed, all grease, oil and sand interceptors 
shall be maintained by the owner, at his ex- 
pense, in continuously efficient operation at all 
times. 

(7) Where preliminary treatment or flow-equal- 
izing facilities are provided for any waters or 
wastes, they shall be maintained continuously in 
satisfactory and effective operation by the owner 
at his expense. 

(8) When required by the Township, the user 
of any property serviced by a building sewer 
carrying industrial wastes shall Install a suitable 
control manhole together with such necessary 
meters and other appurtenances in the building 
sewer as to facilitate observation, sampling and 
measurement of the wastes. Such a manhole, when 
required, shall be accessible and safely located, 
and shall be constructed in accordance with plans 
approved by the Township. The manhole shall be 
installed by the owner at his expense, and shall 
be maintained by him so as to be safe and acces- 
sible at all times. 

(9) All measurements, tests, and analyses of the 
characteristics of waters and wastes to which 
reference is made in these regulations shall be 
determined in accordance with “Standard Methods 
for the Examination of Water and Sewage” and 
shall be determined at the control manhole pro- 
vided for, or upon suitable samples taken at 
said control manhole. In the event that no special 
manhole has been required, the control manhole 
shall be considered to be the nearest downstream 
manhole In the public sewer from the point at which 
a building sewer is connected. 

(10) Nothing contained in this Article II shall be 
construed as preventing any special agreement 
or arrangement between the Township Board and 
any industrial concern whereby an Industrial waste 
of unusual strength or character may be accepted 
by the Township for treatment, subject to pay- 
ment and indemnity therefor, by the Industrial 
concern. 


BUILDING SEWERS AND CONNECTIONS 

Section 1. Permits and connection requirements. No person 
shall lay, alter or repair any building sewer or house lead, or 
make any connections whatsoever with any lateral sewer, 
trunk sewer, or building drain or do any kind of work 
connected with the laying of building sewers or house 
leads or make any repairs, additions of alterations to any 
drain or sewer connected with or designated to be connected 
with the sanitary sewer system without first obtaining a 
written Township permit therefor. 

(1) Application for permit shall be made on the 
application forms furnished by the Township Sewer 
Department. All applications for permit, other than 
homeowners’ permit as hereinafter defined, shall be 
made by a master plumber licensed by the Mich- 
igan State Plumbing Board and registered to do 
business by the Township. Each application for 
permit shall be assessed an application and Inspec- 
tion fee to defray the cost of processing the 
application and the subsequent Inspections of con- 
struction or installation. Should conditions require 
more than two (2) Inspections or should a full 
time Inspector be required, an additional Inspec- 
tion fee will be charged for all additional time, 
over and above the normally anticipated two (2) 
Inspections. In the case of commercial, multiple 
dwelling or Industrial developments, a review fee 
may be charged If the complexity of the waste 
disposal facilities warrant specific review of the 
detail plans by the Sewer Department. 

(2) Application for a permit by a homeowner shall 
be made on the homeowner’s permit form furn- 
ished by the Township. Homeowners who are not 
master plumbers licensed to work In the Township 
may obtain a permit for the laying of building 
«ewers or house leads on premises occupied or to 
be occupied by the applicant as his residence upon 
payment of the application and Inspection fee and 
the filing of the proper application forms; pro- 
vided, that the applicant complies with the other 
provisions of this ordinance, Including but not 
limited to the payment of any additional Inspec- 
tion or review fees, the connection and laying of 
the building sewer In accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the Sewer Department and the 
Building Department and the final Inspection and 
approval of the building sewer prior to the 
covering of the installation. 

(3) The application and Inspection fee, the addi- 
tional Inspection fee and the review fee shall be 
prescribed from time to time by resolution of 
the Township Board. 

(4) In addition to the application and Inspection 
fee, the additional inspection fee and the review 
fee all applicants for sewer connection permit shall 
be required to pay the applicable capital charge, 
front foot charge, connection charge and any 
other charge provided by Township Ordinance or 
by subsequent resolution of the Township Board. 

(5) No openings shall be made into the Sewer 
System without first obtaining a sewer connection 
permit as specified under Paragraphs 1 and 2 
above. The removal of the cookie or stopper or 
any other type of connection to the sanitary sewer 
system shall be performed only in the immediate 
presence of the Township Sewer Department Inspec- 
tor. Upon failure to comply with this requirement, 
the master plumber or any other person respon- 
sible for the work shall be served with a notice of 
violation as provided for under Articles Y1 and 
vm, Any master plumber who shall knowingly 
neglect or refuse to comply with the requirements 
of this ordinance, other rules and regulations 
hereinafter established or with the conditions of the 
permit shall be subject to the Immediate revoca- 
tion of his registration by the Township, In addition 
to the other penalties set forth In this ordinance. 
Any violation by agents, servants or employees 
of a master plumber under the terms of these 
regulations shall be deemed to be a violation by 
the master plumber in whose name the permit 
is issued. 

(6) It shall be unlawful for any person, performing 
work under a permit for the laying of building 
sewer to cover any portion of a building sewer 
until such time as same has been Inspected and 
approved by the plumbing Inspector or his au- 
thorized agent. Such person shall give the Township 
written notice when the work is ready for Inspec- 
tion and shall leave the premises In a condition 
convenient for examination by the inspector. The 
licensee shall remove and replace all rejected 
work, restore all public streets and alleys to a 
similar condition as existed prior to excavation, 
and shall make all adjustments necessary to fully 
meet the requirements of this ordinance, other 
rules and regulations hereinafter established and 
the conditions of the permit to the reasonable 
satisfaction of the Township. 

(7) Old building sewers may be used In connection 
with new buildings only when they are found, on 
examination and test by the Township, to meet all 
requirements of these regulations. 

Section 2. License, Insurance and Bonds. 

(1) Each person or Company other than a homeowner 
applying for sewer connection permits shall be 
registered with the Township as provided In the 
Michigan State Plumbing Code of June 28, 1935, 
as amended. This registration shall contain the 
following Information. 

(a) The legal name of the person or Company. 

0)) The type of ownership of the Company. 

(c) The principal or principals of the Com- 
pany. 

(d) The legal address and business phone 
number of the person or Company. 

(e) The name, address and Michigan Plumbing 
License number of the principal licensed 
Master Plumber In the Company. 

(0 The name, address and phone number of an 
individual in responsible charge who can be 
contacted in the event of an emergency 
on the project. 

(2) Each person or Company acting as principal 
contractor in the Installation, alteration or repair 
of any building sewer or house lead shall, prior 
to commencing work, place on file with the Township 
Sewer Department evidence of the following 
insurance and bonds. All such Insurance shall be 
written with an Insurance company licensed to do 
business and maintaining an office within the State 
of Michigan, which office shall have the authority 
to process and settle claims. 

(a) Employer's Liability and Workman’s Com- 
pensation Insurance for all employees to be 
engaged In work on the project, as pro- 
vided by the Michigan Workman’s Com- 
pensation Law. 

(b) Contractor’s Public Liability Insurance in

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(continued from page 18) 
an amount not less than $100,000.00 for In- 
juries to each person and $300,000.00 for 
each occurrence, and Contractor's 
Property Damage Insurance In an amount 
not less than $50,000.00 for each oc- 
currence and $100,000.00 aggregate. 

(c) Contractor's Motor Vehicle Bodily Injury 
Insurance In an amount not less than 
$100,000.00 for Injuries to each person 
and $300,000.00 for each occurrence and 
Contractor's Motor Vehicle Property Da- 
mage Insurance In an amount not less than 
$50,000.00 for each occurrence. 

(d) Owner’s and Contractor’s Protective Public 
Liability and Property Damage Insurance In 
the name of the Township in an amount not 
less than $100,000.00 for Injuries to each 
person, $300,000.00 for each occurrence 
and property damage In an amount not less 
than $50,000.00 for each occurrence and 
$100,000.00 aggregate. Such Insurance shall 
Include the so-called explosion, collapse 
and underground hazards coverage. 

(e) Each such person or Company shall pro- 
cure or cause to be procured Insurance 
coverage as provided in sub -paragraphs 
(a) - (d) hereof with respect to each sub- 
contractor with which it contracts. 

(f) A License Bond In favor of the Township 
In an amount of not less than $5,000.00* 
The License Bond shall.be prepared on the 
form prescribed by the Township Sewer 
Department and shall be renewed at least 
once each year. It Is the Intent of 
theBondto guarantee that the Con- 
tractor shall faithfully observe 
and honestly comply with such 
ordinances, rules and regulations, and 
amendments thereto as may apply to the 
Installation, alteration or repair of any 
building sewer or house lead and further, 
that the Contractor shall keep all work 
undertaken within the period of said Bond, 
whether done by himself or someone for 
him, free of defects due to faulty work- 
manship or defective materials, for a period 
of one (1) year from completion of said 
work. This work shall be done at no ex- 
pense to the Township. The Township shall 
give the contractor written notice of cor- 
rections needed on the project and In the 
event the Contractor falls to undertake the 
correction of the work, as Indicated In the 
notice, within one (1) week, after the date of 
such notice, the Township may cause the 
corrections to be made and charge all 
expenses therefor to the Contractor or 
the Surety. 

(g) A security cash deposit in the amount of one 
nundred dollars ($100.00) shall be deposited 
with the Township by each person or 
Company. The cash deposit shall be a 
security deposit for Indemnification arising 
from minor surface damage to adjacent 
lands. In the event of such damage the 
Township shall give the Contractor written 
notice of corrections needed on the pro- 
ject and in the event the Contractor falls to 
undertake the correction of the damage, as 
Indicated In the notice, within one(l)week, 
after the date of such notice, the Township 
may cause the corrections to be made and 
deduct all expenses therefor from the se- 
curity cash deposit. At such time as the 
cash deposit falls below fifty dollars 
($50,00) the Contractor will be required 
to renew the cash deposit to the full one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) amount before 
additional sewer connection permits will 
be Issued to him. 

(8) All homeowners applying for a sewer connec- 
tion permit under Art, HI, Sec. 1, Par. 2 hereof 
shall, as a condition of the Homeowner's Permit, 
and In lieu of the Insurance and bond requirements 
(Art. m, Sec. 2, Par. 3) sign a Homeowner’s 
Agreement as prescribed by the Township. 

Section 3. Use regulations requiring separate building sewer or 
house lead. As provided In the Count)’ Board of PubUc Works 
regulations, the Michigan State Department of Health regula- 
tions and the Michigan State Plumbing Code of June 28, 1935, 
as amended, there shall be a separate Building Sewer or House 
Lead, independent of that for any other building, for every 
building connected to the sanitary sewer system, except for 
those Instances where the Township determines that one of the 
following conditions prevails, In which case a multiple connec- 
tion may be allowed: 

(1) Where one (1) building stands in the rear of 
a residential building on an Interior lot and no 
8 ewer Is available or can be made available for 
the rear building through an adjoining alley, 
court, yard or driveway and where both build- 
ings are under common ownership. 

(2) Where a complex of commercial establish- 
ments or multiple dwelling units are situated 
under a common roof and share common Interior 
walls. The Interconnection of adjacent units by 
companlonways or underground utility tunnels does 
not constitute sufficient physical connection to allow 
the use of a single building sewer or house lead, 

(8) Where an industrial complex consists of sev- 
eral adjacent buildings which are an integral part 
of an industrial process or production sequence 
and where all portions of the complex are under 
a common ownership. In the event of sale of a 
portion of the complex a separate and Independent 
building sewer or house lead will be required for 
each portion of the divided complex, 

Section 4. Building sewer or house lead construction methods, 
materials and standards. 

The Township Board may adopt by resolution from time to 
time such rules and regulations relating building sewer or 
house lead construction methods, materials and standards as 
it may deem advisable, which rules and regulations shall be 
published and copies of which shall at all times be available 
at the Sewer Department. 

ARTICLE IV 

SANITARY SEWER AND STORM DRAIN EXTENSIONS 

Section 1, Use regulations requiring public sanitary extensions. 
Except in those Instances provided for In Article m, Sec. 3 all 
sanitary sewers serving more than one (1) building shall be 
public sanitary sewerd. 

Section 2. Sanitary sewer extension procedure. 

All public sanitary sewers Installed within the Township 
shall be constructed under contract awarded by the Township 
Board. When a person wishes to sponsor the construction of 
public sanitary sewers he shall proceed as follows: 

(1) The project sponsor shall submit preliminary 
plans to the Board of Sewer Commissioners of the 
Township for their tentative approval (approval 
In principle). 

(2) Upon the giving of tentative approval, The 
Board of Sewer Commissioners shall refer con- 
struction plans to the Township Engineer for 
technical review. 

(3) Prior to each review by the Township Engi- 
neer, the project sponsor shall remit to the 
Township Sewer Department a sanitary sewer re- 
view fee based on the cost of construction as 
estimated by the Township Engineer. Tbls re- 
mittance Is to cover the cost of (a) examination 


and preliminary engineering work required to 

determine the adequacy of said plans, (b) the 
obtaining of the necessary permits from the 
County Board of Public Works and the Michigan 
Department of Health, and (c) Sewer Department 
administration. The schedule or amount of the Sani- 
tary Sewer review fee shall be prescribed from 
time to time by resolution of the Township Board. 

(4) When the Board of Sewer Commissioners, 
upon the advice of the Township Engineer shall have 
declared the plans adequate and all the necessary 
permits have been obtained, the project sponsor 
shall submit a complete set of reproducible orig- 
inal drawings for the project along with evidence 
of all necessary permits, other than those listed 
under Par. (3) above. 

(5) TTie Board of Sewer Commissioners of the 
Township shall, upon receipt of said drawings and 
permits refer the project to the Township Board, 
together with their recommendation regarding 
construction of the project, 

(6) At such time as the Township Board may 
elect to establish a date for receipt of bids, the 
project sponsor shall be directed to remit to the 
Township or to deposit or secure In such manner 
as is acceptable to The Township Board an amount 
equal to the entire project cost, Including con- 
struction contingencies, field supervision, staking, 
Inspection and administration as estimated by the 
Township Engineer, 

(7) Upon receipt of the full remittance as defined 
under Par. (6) above, the Township Clerk shall 
cause an Advertisement for Bid to be placed In 
the appropriate Trade publications and direct the 
Township Engineer to prepare the necessary bid 
documents for use by the prospective bidders. 

(8) Following the receipt and tabulation of bids, 
but prior to the award of a contract, the project 
costs shall be reviewed to determine If the con- 
struction funds previously deposited with the Town- 
ship are adequate to construct the project. In the 
event the construction deposit exceeds the adjusted 
project cost the surplus shall be refunded to the 
project sponsor. In the event the construction de- 
posit is less than the adjusted project cost the 
project sponsor shall be given the option of 
either remitting sufficient additional funds to the 
Township to cover the difference or directing 
that the bids be rejected. In which dase an amount 
of money equal to the actual administrative, engi- 
neering and publishing cost Incurred by the Town- 
ship In bidding the project but in no case less than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, will be charged the 
project sponsor by the Township Board. 

(9) The Township Board shall act on the formal 
award and signing of the contract or the rejec- 
tion of the bids as outlined In Par. (8). 

(10) Upon completion of the project, the project 
costs shall be audited and all surplus funds re- 
turned to the project sponsor. 

Section 8. Alternate procedure. In lieu of the procedure set 
forth In Sec. IV (Par. 1-4) the project sponsor may elect to 
request the Board of Sewer Commissioners to handle the entire 
project. In this case the project sponsor shall remit to the 
Township Sewer Department ten (10%) percent of the estimated 
project cost as a good faith deposit. The Township Sewer 
Department shall cause engineering drawings to be prepared 
and the necessary approvals and permits obtained. In the event 
the sponsor elects not to proceed with the project the deposit, 
or so much as Is necessary, shall be used to defray engineering 
and administrative costs Incurred and the balance If any shall 
be refunded to the sponsor. 

Section 4. Sewer Construction Methods, Materials, Standards 
and Permit Procedures, The Township Board may adopt from 
time to time such rules and regulations relating to sewer con- 
struction methods, materials, standards and permit pro- 
cedures as It may deem advisable. 

ARTICLE V 
STORM SEWERS 

Section 1. No person shall construct, alter, divert, enlarge, 
enclose, tap Into, connect to, or In any manner tamper with 
any storm sewer, drain or outlet over which the Township 
has ownership, control, regulation, or maintains either In Its 
own name or by contract with any other municipality, com- 
mission or public body, without first obtaining a permit 
therefor from the Township Sewer Commission. 

Section 2. Because the storm sewers, drains and outlets 
possess unique characteristics which do not lend themselves 
to categorical regulation, it Is hereby required that specific 
plans and specifications be submitted to the Township Sewer 
Commission setting forth the design criteria and construction 
details. The Commission shall then alter, amend or approve 
said plans and Issue a permit therefor. The Commission shall 
set a fee for said permit sufficient to defray the costs of 
review, inspections and supervision of said permit, 

ARTICLE VI 

PROTECTION FROM DAMAGE 

Section 1, No unauthorised person shall maliciously, will- 
fully, or recklessly break, damage, destroy, uncover, deface 
or tamper with any structure, appurtenance, or equipment which 
la a part of the sewage works. Any person knowingly violating 
this provision shall be subject to Immediate arrest under 
charge of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
fined In an amount not exceeding one hundred ($100,00) 
dollars or 90 days In Jail or both, for each violation. 

ARTICLE VD 

POWERS AND AUTHORITY OF INSPECTORS 

Section 1, The Manager of the Township Sewer Department and 
other duly authorised employees and agents, bearing proper 
credentials and identification, shall be permitted to enter all 
properties for the purposes of Inspection, observation, meas- 
urement, sampling and testing Inaccordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance and shall be empowered to procure all nec- 
essary legal process to gain entry to such properties. The 
Manager of the Township Sewer Department or his represent- 
atives shall have no authority to Inquire Into any processes 
including metallurgical, chemical, oil, refining, ceramic, paper, 
or other Industries beyond that polfit haying a direct bearing on 
the kind and source of discharge to the sewers or waterways 
or facilities for waste treatment. 

Section 2. While performing the necessary work on private 
properties referred to In Article VII Section 1 above, the 
Manager of the Township Sewer Department or duly authorized 
employees or agents, shall observe all safety rules applicable 
to the premises. 

Section 3. The Manager of the Township Sewer Department and 
other duly authorized employees and agents of the Township 
bearing proper credentials and identification shall, subject to 
any pertinent restrictions to the easement, be permitted to enter 
all private properties through which the Township holds an 
easement for the purposes of, but not limited to, Inspection, 
observation, measurement, sampling repair and maintenance 
of any portion of the sewage works lying within said easement. 
All entry and subsequent work, If any, on said easement, shall 
be done In full accordance with the terms of the easement per- 
taining to the private property Involved. 

ARTICLE Vm 

PENALTIES 

Section 1. Any person found to be violating any provision of 
this ordinance except Article VI shall be served by the Town- 
ship with written notice stating the nature of the violation and 
providing a reasonable time limit for the satisfactory correc- 
tion thereof. The offender shall, within the period of time 
stated In such notice, permanently cease all violations. 

Section 2. Any person who shall knowingly continue any violation 
beyond the time limit provided for in Article vm. Section 1, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall 
be fined in an amount not exceeding one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars or 90 days In Jail or both, for each violation. Each day 
on which any such violation shall continue shall be deemed a 
separate offense. 


Section 3. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall become liable to the Township for any expense, 
loss, or damage occasioned the Township by reason of such

TOWNSHIP OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN 
NO. 63 - 14 • 68 - A 

An ordinance to amend Ordinance N a 6344, at amended, known at the Dog Ordinance for the 
Township of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan. 

SECTION 1: SECTION 6; 


The Title of Ordinance No. 63-14 is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

"An Ordinance to regulate the possession, harboring, 
ownership and running at large of dogs, to provide for 
the destruction of dogs in certain cases; to provide for 
and prescribe the manner of the Issuance of dog li- 
censes, kennel licenses, and pet shop licenses; to 
establish and provide for the administration and main- 
tenance of a dog pound; to provide for the payment 
from the general fund to the Township claims arising 
from damages by dogs to livestock and poultry; to 
provide standards for the operation of kennels and pet 
shops; to provide for the inspection thereof; to provide 
for the enforcement of this Ordinance, and to provide 
penalties for the violation of this Ordinance." 

SECTION 2: 

Section 2 of Ordinance No. 63-14 is hereby amended 
to read: 

"Section 1 Definitions: For the purposes of this 
Ordinance: 

A. Kennel shall mean an establishment wherein or 
whereon three or more dogs are confined and kept for 
sale, boarding, breeding or training purposes for re- 
muneration. 

B. Person means any natural person, partnership, 
corporation or other entity. 

C. Township shall mean the Township of Romulus. 

D. Pet Shop shall mean a kennel or other establish- 
ment wherein or whereon are kept not more than two 
dogs six months old or over, dogs under six months 
old and/or other animals which are commonly recog- 
nized as domesticated household pets which dogs 
and/or other animals are kept 9olely for the purpose 
of sale. 

E. Live Stock shall apply to horses, stallions, colts, 
geldings, mares, sheep, rams, lambs, bulls, bullocks, 
steers, heifers, cows, calves, mules, jacks, Jennetts, 
burros, goats, kids and swine, 

F. Owner, when applied to the proprietorship of a 
dog, shall include every person having a right of 
property in such dog and every person who keeps or 
harbors such dog or has It in his care, and every 
person who permits such dog to remain on or about 
any premises occupied by him. 

SECTION 3; 

Section Six of said Ordinance is hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: 

Section 8 of £ald Ordinance Is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

"Section 8 Kennel and Pet Shop License. Any person 
who keeps or operates a kennel and/or pet shop shall 
first obtain a license therefor. Such license shall be 
obtained by application to the Township Dog Warden. 
Proof of vaccination of dogs against rabies shall not 
be required with such application. Such license shall 
be Issued by the Township Dog Warden through the 
office of the Township Treasurer on a form prepared 
and supplied by the Michigan Commissioner of Agri- 
culture. Such license shall entitle the licensee to 
keep any number of dogs six months old or over not 
at any time exceeding such number as shall be speci- 
fied in the license. The fee to be paid for each kennel 
license shall be $7.50 for ten dogs or less and $15.00 
for more than ten dogs. The fee to be paid for a pet 
shop which shall not keep at any one time three or 
more dogs for sale shall be $7.50. Provided, that an 
additional fee of $5.00 be charged for each kennel or 
pet shop license applied for after the first day of 
June. Such fee shall be paid to the Township Treasurer 
upon application therefor who shall upon approval of 
such application Issue a number of metal tags equal 
to the number of dogs authorized to be kept in the 
kenneL All 6uch tags shall have duly stamped or 
engraved thereon the serial number thereof and the 
words: "Kennel License, Township of Romulus, Wayne 
County, Michigan,” and kennel licenses shall be 
readily distinguishable from the individual license 
tags for the same year. The fees payable hereunder 
are non-refundable." 

SECTION 5: 

Section 8(a) Is hereby added to said Ordinance: 

"Section 8 (a) Compliance with other law. No license 
shall be Issued pursuant to Section 8 hereof, unless 
the applicant therefor shall have satisfied the Town- 
ship Treasurer that the provisions of the Township 
Zoning Ordinance (Ordinance No. 61-44, as amended) 
have fully been complied with, that an Inspection 
certificate has been obtained signed by the commis- 
sioner of agriculture or his authorized representative 
stating that the kennel to be covered complies with 
the requirements of the commissioner of agriculture 
and that the dogs therein are properly fed and pro- 
tected from exposure commensurate with the breed of 
dog, and that such certificate had been issued pursuant 
to an inspection made within thirty days prior to the 
filing of the application for license." 


Section 6 (b) is hereby added to said Ordinance: 

"Section 8 (b) Kennel Standards. All kennels, other 
than pet shops, shall comply with the following 
minimum standards: Floors and runs shall be of 
concrete, and sloped to drain readily. Stall space 
for each dog of the toy breed, shall not be less than 
two (?) feet wide, three (3) feet long and two (?) feet 
high, stall space for each dog of the medium to large 
size breeds fifteen (16) pounds and over shall be not 
less than three (3) feet, wide, four (4) feet long, and 
three (3) feet high. The kennel shall be enclosed with 
a chain link fence or equivalent, not less than six (6) 
feet in height, and all gates and entrances shall be 
provided with a positive locking device. The lot area 
of each established dog kennel shall be not less than 
five (5) acres, and said lot shall have a frontage of 
not less than one hundred fifty (150) feet. All build- 
ings, fenced areas or pens for the housing of dogs, 
shall be located not less than one hundred fifty (150) 
feet from the front lot line, not less than forty (40) 
feet from any side of rear lot line, and not less than 
one hundred (100) feet from any dwelling. The animals 
housed In dog kennels shall be cared for and main- 
tained in such a manner so as not to constitute a 
nuisance." 

"All pet shops shall be provided with proper sanitary 
refuse receptacles and with floors that can be cleansed 
and flushed. In addition thereto, the proprietor shall, 
before commencing the business of a pet shop secure 
a certificate from the Wayne County Board of Health 
approving the facilities of the pet shop and shall 
thereafter comply with all regulations and require- 
ments of the Wayne County Board of Health. A copy 
of such cerHflcate- shall be kept on the premises of 
the pet shop at all times." 

"In the event that the regulations promulgated here- 
under are not in agreement with the regulations pro- 
mulgated under any other law, statute or ordinance 
of the Township of Romulus, the County of Wayne, or 
the State of Michigan, the more stringent regulation 
shall be deemed applicable." 

"Any licensee hereunder shall allow reasonable 
inspection by the Township Dog Warden and Police 
Department and by the Wayne County Board of Health 
and shall pay any lawful charges for such Inspections.” 

SECTION 7; 

Section 8 (c) Is hereby added to said Ordinance: 

"Section 8 (c). It shall be unlawful for the owner or 
employer of any kennel or pet shop to misrepresent 
in any way the health, condition or pedigree or any 
animal offered for sale or to refuse to issue a written 
guarantee of the health or pedigree at the time of 
sale if requested to do so." 

SECTION 8: 

Section 8 (d) is hereby added to said ordinance: 

"Section 8 (d). Every kennel and pet shop licensee 
shall treat all animals in his possession or custody 
humanely and in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions which may be promulgated from time to time by 
the Board of Health or the Romulus Department of 
Police. The license of any person who falls or refuses 
humanely to treat such animals in his care, posses- 
sion or custody shall in addition to any other penalties 
which may be imposed for such violation, be subject 
to suspension or revocation by the Township Board." 

SECTION 9: 

Section 8 (e) is hereby added to said Ordinance: 

"Section 8 (e). It shall be unlawful for any person to 
sell, or offer for sale, barter or give away chicks, 
ducklings or other Immature fowl as pets or novel- 
ties, whether or not dyed, colored or otherwise 
artificially treated. This section shall not be con- 
strued to prohibit the display or sale of such fowl 
in proper brooder facilities by hatcheries engaged 
in the business of selling the same to be raised for 
commercial purposes." 

SECTION 10: 

Should any sectlgn, clause or provision of this Ordi- 
nance be declared by the Court to be invalid, the same 
shall not affect the validity of this Ordinance as a 
whole or any part thereof, other than the part so 
declared to be Invalid. 

SECTION 11; 

The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared 
to be Immediately necessary for the public health, 
safety and general welfare of the people of the Town- 
ship of Romulus and are hereby ordered to be given 
immediate effect and to be In force from and after 
the earliest date allowed by law, and this Ordinance 
is hereby ordered to be published In the manner pre- 
scribed by law.

Ground Broken for Pace-Setting 
Inner-City Housing Development 


Construction began April 5 
for a revoluUonary Detroit 
Inner-city housing development 
that will be a pacesetter In 
meeting the nation's severe 
need for lower cost homes. 

Twenty- four family units, 
ranging from one to three bed- 
rooms, will be contained In the 
four buUdlngs of Nagel Plaza, 
a non-profit housing project 
that will pioneer In the use of 
many new construction tech- 
niques and materials that will 
reduce costs and Improve the 
quality of Inner-city housing. 
The $400,000 project Is being 
financed by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration. 

The project Is located a short 
distance from downtown Detroit 
on a remnant of the former 
Nagel Playfield bordered by 
Pine, Wabash and 12th streets 
and the Fisher Freeway. The 
playfield was reduced in size 
by freeway construction and 
Is now considered Inadequate 
for a recreation area. A new 
park will be built nearby to 
serve the area. 

Nagel Plaza Is being devel- 
oped by the Metropolitan De- 
troit Citizens Development Au- 
thority, composed of dis- 
tinguished Detroit citizens, and 
will be operated by an MDCDA 
affiliate, Nagel Plaza Corpora- 
tion.

THE BUILDINGS were de- 
signed by Campbell Engineer- 
ing Inc. and will be built with- 
out profit by Modular Building 
Inc., a company recently cre- 
ated to develop, test and Imple- 
ment new Ideas In home con- 
struction. Both firms are mem- 
bers of the Detroit - based 
Campbell Group, a diversified

International construction or- 
ganization that has pioneered 
In the use of standard compo- 
nents and computerized plan- 
ning to reduce costs and to speed 
construction of Industrial and 
Commercial buildings. 

H. Fred Campbell, chairman 
of the Campbell Group and of 
Modular Building Inc., of De- 
troit, said the Nagel Plaza will 
demonstrate the practicability 
of many new construction sys- 
tems being used for the first 
time to reduce the cost of 
housing. Innovations Include de- 
velopments In walls, floors, 
roofs and plumbing. 

Campbell said the entire 
Nagel Plaza project will be 
constructed with the coopera- 
tion of the various building 
trades union organizations 
under existing union contracts, 
using Journeymen and appren- 
tices at prevailing wage rates. 

The buildings’ exterior walls 
and the walls between units will 
be built of concrete blocks 
stacked on end instead of In the 
conventional horizontal man- 
ner. They will be Joined- by 
“Threadline” adhesive devel- 
oped by Dow Chemical Co, and 
donated by that firm for use on 
the project, the first housing 
development to use the tech- 
nique. 

Using a patented technique, 
blocks will be stacked against 
a removable metal frame which 
allows rapid construction - by 
semi-skilled apprentices if 
necessary - and reduces con- 
struction time, yet guarantees 
quality workmanship. 

Wails will be covered with 
"Styrofoam” for insulation and 
sound reduction, with a thin 
coat of plaster on the Inside 
of the homes and sprayed - on- 
waterproof cement on the exter- 
ior. 

OTHER INNOVATIONS In- 
clude the first use In Detroit 


of plastic. piping for soli, waste 
and vent stacking. This will re- 
duce costs and speed Installa- 
tion. Variances In the city build- 
ing code were obtained to permit 
the use of plastic pipe. 

One - piece "Fiberglass” 
bathtub and wall assemblies 
will be installed, another 
"first 1 ’ for low-income hous- 
ing, according to Campbell. 

Floors will be made of pre- 
cast concrete, rather than wood, 
which will reduce costs because 
the units can be mass produced 
off the site. 

The foundation floor will be 
composed of a new material, 
"Posapak” paving, covered 
with a two-inch layer of con- 
crete that will have the strength 
of much thicker and costlier 
concrete. 


ON-SITE parking and a black- 
topped play area will be 
provided for residents. Many 
first-floor units will have pri- 
vate patios and fenced yards. 
Walk-ln closets will be featured 
In many of the units In addition 
to other storage facilities in 
each unit. 

Floor areas of apartments 
will Include 720 square feet In 
one-bedroom units, 800 square 
feet in two-bedroom units and 
1,025 square feet In the three- 
bedroom apartments, Hagel 
Plaza will have six one- 
bedroom, six two-bedroom and 
12 three-bedroom units. 

Mosular Building Inc. will 
build the Nagel Plaza homes 
at a cost to MDCDA of $10 
per square foot of floor space, 
and will absorb the balance of 
actual construction costs, which 
are expected to range somewhat 
above that figure. Conven- 
tionally constructed multiple 
family apartments currently 
cost from $16 to $20 a square 
foot to build.

\ COLUMNIST, for whom I have a lot of respect, 
recently paid me a left-handed compliment 
His statement went something like this: “Bob. 

I liked your column very much this week. The mark 
of a good journalist is that he knows from whom it 
is worthwhile stealing, and then grabbing it. The 
column you stole this week was very good.” 

I hope I can continue to verify his opinion. The 
material I am pilfering this week was written by 
David Wilde rson, the founder of the Teen Challenge 
Movement. It is part of his latest book, “God and 
the Delinquent/’ and is contained in a condensed 
version found in “Grit*' of the issue of March 17,1968. 

In this book, Rev. Wilkerson outlines ten different 
ways of using reverse psychology in order to produce 
delinquents. 

]. Keep your children out of sight and silent. 
Stop their eternal questions and pestering for 
attention. Turn away their important queries by 
saying. “You’re too young to know,” or “Don’t 
bother me with that now.” Repress them when 
they act their age In childish ways. 

2. Hound them to be at the top of their class in 
school. Tell them they have to go to college, whether 
they want to or not. Make a scene whenever they 
bring home unsatisfactory report cards. Never 
compliment on the best work they do; just pick on 
the poor results. Make sure they feel they are 
stupid and lazy if they don’t make all A's and B’s. 
Put pressure on them. 

3. If you cannot or do not take your children to 
church, don’t bother to send them. Use the excuse 
that they are too young to understand about God 
or the church. Tell them to wait until they are old 
enough to make up their own minds. Don’t let your 
day of rest be disturbed by having to send your 
children off to Sunday school. 

4. Have your' fights in front of your children. 
Make certain they see and hear everything. Pick 
on each other within the family circle, but be sure 
to act affectionately toward one another when company 
comes so that your children will come to know you 
as phonies, a knowledge that will adversely affect 
them all the rest of their lives. 

5. Don’t be too interested in your children’s 
friends. Let them run around with any kids they 
choose. Take the attitude that if some of their 
friends are undesirable, your boy or girl will be 
a good influence on them. Do not be firm about 
your children’s associates, and do not make sure 
that you know at all times where the youngsters 
are and what they are doing. 

6. Demonstrate your love for your children with 
material things. Fill their pockets with money. 
l*t them buy all the clothes they want. Make sure 
they get the impression that they do not need to 
turn to stealing for the things they want, because 
you will give them everyting you can. Give your 
child the things yoy could not have when you were 
growing Aip, and then when he gets into trouble you 
will be able to say, “There isn’t a thing I haven’t 
given that child. I can’t understand why he had to 
steal.” 

7. Set a bad example so the children will not want 
to grow up to be like you. When a father gets drunk 
periodically, the mother should sarn her children 
against growing up like “the old man.*’ A father 
should point out to his daughters he hopes they 
won’t turn out the way their mother has -- a poor 
housekeeper and a disinterested cook. Cheat a little 
on your income tax, and violate the speed laws 
and then bawl the kids out when they tell a lie or 
cheat at school. 

8. Refuse to believe it when you are told your 
children have done something wrong. Stand up to 
their teachers when they complain. They must 
be mistaken. If you always fight your child’s battles 
for him, he may reward you some day with the honor 
of standing beside him in juvenile court. 

9. Don’t be too tough in disciplining your children, 
lest they hate you. Ignore their temper tantrums. 
Never spank them. Bribe them into obedience by 
threatening to cut allowances. Fail to keep threats 
of punishment. They will learn your bark is worse 
than your bite, and become incorrigible. 

10. Never discuss the facts of life with your 
children. Let them learn about sex from playmates 
or from pornographic literature sneaked into the 
home. Let them learn with a little experimenting, 
and then over look their transgressions. Don’t 
be concerned so long as they know how to keep 
from having babies. Ignore all talk about delin- 
quency and drugs as foul exaggerations. 


DETROIT -- A Martin Luther 
King Memorial Scholarship In- 
spired by an anonymous donor 
the day after Dr. King’s murder 
has been established at the 
University of Detroit for black 
students. 

Fr. Malcolm Carron, S. J., 
U. of D. president, said the 
University would match the 
donor’s $5,000 pledge and open 
the fund to additional contri- 
butions flrom the public. 

The donor telephoned the Uni- 
versity Friday afternoon, April 
5, to make the scholarship of- 
fer to Fr. Carron. 

The donor stipulated only that 
the first recipient be “a male 


Negro who otherwise would not 
be able to attend the University 
of Detroit without this as- 
sistance. I will leave the se- 
lection procedure to the Uni- 
versity administrators.” 

Fr. Carron said Interested 
citizens may contribute to the 
Martin Luther King Scholar- 
ship Fund. “We hope,” he said, 
“That sufficient funds will be 
added to the initial $10,000 
scholarship so that full four- 
year stipends can be provided 
to recipients.”

'MERIDIAN

A couple of months ago, the Sports Meridian discussed 
“Cybernetics” and the way to improve basketball (and com- 
petitive sports performance) In one of Its columns. Well, 
via the overland express, came this reply from a man who 
has done much more research on the subject than Mr. M 
ever hoped to do, 

Here’s the letter: 

Dear Sports Meridian: 

Judging (Torn the article you wrote and that I read 1 would 
have to say that at the time you didn't seem much interested 
in the application of mental practice to foul shooting. In 
fact, I consider you were downright facetious about the whole 
thing. 

Obviously, coaches in the area had a better insight into the 
potential of mental practice as applied to developing motor skill. 

No surprise, as I have been experiencing facetious observa- 
tions from would-be writers ever since I first disclosed my 
theory. As Dr. James Baker at Boston University advised 
me-- 1 could expect much the same abuse of my theory as 
Billy Mitchell did as regards his campaign to promote aerial 
bombing. Only Just recently did he get a posthumous award 
for his farsightedness. Recent recognition of my theory 
by both prominent men in the medical field, and in the field 
of athletics, gives me hope that I may live to see my theory 
receive general recognition. 

My book “MOTOR SKILL THROUGH MENTAL PRACTICE” 
(Basketball) is now shaping up nicely and rapidly. For the 
last ten months, I have been cogitating certain problems of 
presentation so that the average coach, and even players, can 
understand my theory thoroughly. 

About three weeks ago, 1 managed a mental breakthrough 
that I believe is the answer I have been looking tor. Previous 
to this, critiques by several nationally prominent men in 
Physical Education had been most encouraging as to the 
potential of my book so 1 am now highly hopeful that at last 
1 will be able to get through to physical educators, and coaches, 
generally. As you know, the Russians reputedly have been 
experimenting with mental practice ever since I published 
in the Research Quarterly back in 1960. I was told recently 
that our Olympic volleyball coach is now working with the 
idea. Research as a follow-up to mine has been done in 
England, Japan, and several other countries in addition to 
several prominent universities in this country, so you can 
advise said writer that teaching the shooting of baskets through 
mental practice is being given very careful consideration by 
a considerable number of intelligent investigators. Con- 
sequently, I am confident that my pioneer effort is going 
to bear fruit before long. 

There is no doubt whatever in my mind that the coaches 
in your area can Improve the foul shooting, and as a result, 
also field shooting, of their charges most dramatically if 
they will only learn to utilize the mental practice technique 
I have developed. 

I suspect the brief study you quoted by Dr. Maltz in his book 
Psychocybemetics which is actually an outgrowth of work 
I did with neurosurgical patients for the Naval Medical Corps 
during World War n. Unfortunately, I did not file any personal 
reports on my work and findings so I am now paying the penalty 
(Sec MERIDIAN page 26)

of seeing others ’'discover” a technique that one Eddie Lip- 
lnsky, my patient, and I first worked out to rehabilitate him 
from serious Injuries. 

Said study was too limited to have promoted any great 
Interest In the potential of mental practice, unfortunately. 
My study came later, and Interestingly, was developed with- 
out any previous knowledge that anyone else had ever Invest- 
igated such a phenomenon. My new book will trace the entire 
development of my concept and should prove Interesting to 
most coaches many of whom have doubtless had experiences 
similar to mine. 

My study Is a highly sophisticated Investigation, and the 
first one of a magnitude great eanough to properly disclose 
the true nature of the effects of mental practice In learning 
motor skills, or In re- learning them in the case of neuro- 
logical injury. A zerox copy may be obtained from Univer- 
sity Microfilms, Incorporated, Ann Arbor, Michigan for about 
$1 1,50, Any young coach planning graduate study might do 
well to get one and undertake some of the research I have 
layed out in the following: THE EFFECT OF MENTAL PRAC-

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Consolidated Gas Airs 1968 Building 


Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company and Its affiliate and 
principal supplier of natural 
gas, Michigan Wisconsin Pipe 
Line Company, has announced 
construction programs for 1968 
totaling $128.6 million. 

Ralph T. McElvenny, pres- 
ident of Michigan Consolidated 
and chairman of Michigan Wis- 
consin, said this year's invest- 
ment by the two companies will 
exceed last year's by $27 mil- 
lion. 

Michigan Consolidated's new 
facilities will cost $40 million, 
up $8.5 million from last year, 
and the Interstate pipeline firm 
will invest $88.6 million, up 
$18.5 million. 

McElvenny said Michigan 
Consolidated plans to construct 


446 miles of new gas distribu- 
tion mains and 62 miles of 
transmission line. 

• * * 

THE UTILITY, which serves 
more than 400 cities, villages 
and townships in both peninsulas 
of Michigan, expects to add 
more than 23,000 space heating 
customers to its system this 
year. 

In its Detroit area of opera- 
tions Michigan Consolidated 
will Invest $14.3 million, in- 
cluding the construction of 93 
miles of new distribution mains. 
It anticipates adding 11,000 
heating customers. 

The utility's expansion in the 
Ann Arbor -Ypsilanti area will 
cost $2.3 million with the con- 


struction of 41 miles of mains 
and service to 2,100 new space 
heating customers.
